ORDINANCE NO. 41 

VILLAGE OF L1NDENIIURST 

Ordinance No. 41, Amendment to 
Article VI of Chapter 12 of the Vil- 
lage Code of the Village of Linden- 
hurst. 

"5. It is unlawful to park any 
vehicle for a period of time longer 
than three minutes for loading and 
unloading of passengers or thirty 
minutes for loading and unloading 
of property at , any place, whether 
designated as a loading zone or not 
so designated, on any street in the 
Village of Lindenhurst, when there 
is an accumulation of snow upon 
said street one inch or more in 
depth, and such parking restric- 
tion shall continue until the snow 
has been cleared from the street. 
Any vehicle parked in violation of 
the restrictions contained in this 
paragraph shall be towed away at 
the owner's expense in addition to 
the penalties provided for violation 
of Chapter 12, Traffic and Vehicles." 

Article VII of Chapter 12 of the 
Village Code of the Village of Lin- 
denhurst 

"4. Penalty, Any person, firm or 
corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this chapter shall be 
fined not less than one dollar nor 
more than two hundred dollars for 
each offense; and a separate offense 
shall be deemed committed on each 
and every day during or on which 
a violation occurs or continues."

I've never seen any of them 
get rich doing it. 

In the meantime, some smart pro- 
moter borrows $5,000,000, lives high, 
never saves a dime, builds up a 
huge company on borrowed money, 
and has every little thing his heart 
desires. 

He may die broke, or he may die 
a millionaire — what difference does 
it make? He's had everything he 
wanted all his life, and never wor- 
ried about saving pennies, dimes or 
dollars.
